Highest Tompornture Wns 00 Dew
greon on  Baturday«<«For Eleven
Days There Has Beon an Average
Moximuam Temperature of 01 Des
grees, and an Avernge Menn Tems
perature of 76 as Against a Little
Over 73 in July Last Yenr,

Cancerning the recent period of swel-
tering wenther some Interesting records
have been obtalned by the Tribune
from H. E, Paine, the local observer of
the government's weather burean. No
peraon in S8eranton—or thronghout the
country for that matter—nesds to be
told that It has been hot, fearfully hot,
but there may be some consolation in
knowing that the temperature, nccord-
Ing to the government's sensitive in-
struments watched by Mr, Palne, have
not reglstered the extremes reported
from less rellable quarters.

Before remarking upon the actual
temperatures it might be well to state
the conditions under whieh the gov-
ernment Instruments are kept at the
corner of Madison avenue and Myrtle

street The thermometers are Con-
tained in a box four feet from the
ground and supported by posts. The

sldes are made of slata and {18 roof I8
ventilated.
It and it has a free circulation of air
It Is g0 located that the temperature
within I= not affected by heat rays from
nearby bulldings nor from ground heat.

Three government thermometera are
contained In the bpx. Two are auto-
matle. One of thees records the high-
est and the other the lowest tempera-
tures of the day, while the third rises
or falls necording to heat or cold.

BATURDAY THE WARMEST.

Sinee July 1 the highest temperatura
was 96 degrees on Saturday and the
lowest 0 degrees July 4. Thée highest
average or “mean’’ temperature was 78
degrees, recorded on the Gth, 6th, Tth
and on Saturday., The greatest rapge
wns on July #, when the mercury- rose
rom 50 to 00 degrees, a varintion of
forty, uand the lowest range was yes-
terday, 22 degrees, from 70 to 82, In ona
hour, however, during the
storm, from 4,30 to 530 o'clock, the mer-
cury dropped from 02 to T, 10 degrees,
